The 
city ought to be. and will bo, empowered 
to purchase de'.inepjent property, tinder 
the present law any wealthy individual 
or corporation may defy the Tax Collector 
if they be so disposed. WLcn a tax 
amoattU to several hundred dollars, ft is 
difficult to find any one who will risk the 
amount on a ta^ deed—and there being 
no purchaser, ti.o city is left without a 
remedy. This important matter will do- 
icand the attention of our Legislative 
delegation next winter.
